Artistic Molds for Food One of the 
Beat Forms of Giving Satisfac- 
tion— Desserts. In Particular, 
May Be Thus Displayed.

If food Is weH 
served and cooked ;i m a) is a »ur 
cess, though the quantity and variety 
of the food may hi limited.. 

Molds play a Inrrjc p; rt In this 
dainty service Hverythlag, from fish 
to dessert, can be moldM, 

The ordinary mold is of heavy tin. 
but the woman >vho objects to uslna. 
tin, especially for acids, for which 
tin should never be used, can buy 
earthenware or aluminum. Thest 
last two cost more, and In them there 
are fewer shapes. 

Various sizes can be had, from a 
quart to many quarts. The very 
large ones are made to order. Indl 
vidual molds are also popular, though 
the large ring or form shapes are 
more convenient aad more fashion- 
able for general use. \ 

Probably the favorite mold for most 
purposes is a hollow ring, round or 
oval. The rotAid ones are better liked, 
but either shape is good. These come 
Willi a lid for desserts that must be 
frozen, and without one for aspic, 
mousse, blanc mange and vegetables. 

With one of these ring molds the 
clever hostess can even glorify hash 
or vegetable left-overs. Macaroni, put 
in a ring, with the center filled with 
creamed chicken, lamb or fish, makes 
an appetltlzing dish. 

Mashed potatoes may be quickly 
formed into a hollow ring with one 
of these molds, the center being 
filled with lamb chops, creamed 
sweetbreads or fried chicken. 

A simple dessert might have the 
ring of chocolate blanc mange, with 
nuts mixed through It, the center be 
ing filled with whipped cream. This 
may be slightly stiffened with gela- 
tine if it will not hold Its shape. 

Nothing is prettier than a round or 
oval ring mold Ice cream heaped high 
with fruit In Its season, strawberries, 
raspberries, peaches, oranges and 
bananas. Home-made ice cream serv- 
ed this way has all the air of a nov- 
elty dessert. For further adornment 
whipped cream may be put on the 
top of fruit through a tube to make 
fancy forms 

Another good-looking dessert has 
sponge cake or cottage pudding bat- 
ter baked in oval rings, large or in- 
dividual, the center filled with char- 
lotte russe. or Bavarian cream dotted 
with whipped cream in fancy design; 
a similar design is arranged around 
the base of the cake. Cottage pud- 
ding rings can be filled with fruit, 
tapioca, orange or pineapple. 

Many of the hollow ring molds have 
fancy shapes, cones, turrets or flow- 
ers, but where pennies count the 
plain ones are moro practical for all 
uses. Moreover, it takes a skilful 
rook to empty the contents of a fancj 
mold without marring It

Excellent for Luncheon or for the 
Evening Meal Without Meat— Ital- 
ian Method of Preparation 
Somewhat Too Rich. 

Macaroni with cheese la the moat 
' sual combination. This Is a dish auf- 
leiently nourishing to be aerved for 
luncheon or for an evening meal with- 
out meat. It is too heavy to be served 
with other starchy vegetables, as po- 
tatoes or beaua. The foreign way of 
cooking macaroni ia to boil about 
tweaty minutes. Drain and return to 
the saucepan with enough gravy or 
rich soup stock to nearly cover. Al- 
low this to simmer until the gravy 
haa been absorbed. Prepare a cupful 
of grated Parmesan and other cheese 
mixed. Put one-half with the maca- 
roni until the cheese Is melted. Add 
tie remainder and a good-sized lump 
of butter. Stir the macaroni around 
in the pan in one direction until the 
cheese Is thoroughly melted. Serve 
hot. Americans, preferring a less rich 
dish, simply boil the macaroni, drain 
1 and put it back Into the saucepan with 
grated cheese. It is served when the 
cheese Is melted, but not hardened. 
We call this macaroni au gratln, but 
au gratln dishes proper are scalloped 
ones including bread or cracker 
crumbs as well as cheese. 
* Baked Macaroni and Cheese.— Take 
about one-half as much macaroni as 
will fill the baking dish. Break Into 
short pi. a s and boll for twenty min- 
utes tn salted water. Drain. Put into 
a baking dish with butter, salt and a 
quantity of cheese. Cover with milk 
and bake until the milk Is absorbed 
and It Is brow n on top. 

Cheese canapes are small slices of 
bread fried In a little butter until 
. golden brown. Then they are covered 
with grated cheese, seasoned with salt 
and pepper nnd placed in the oven to 
soften the cheese. Some add a little 
French mustard to the cheese to give 
it piquancy. 

Cottage cheese is becoming more 
and more popular for salads at dainty 
affairs. It lends itself to any decora- 
tive scheme so nicely, it is delicious 
and cooling to the palate. The sim- 
plest way to arrange this salad Is to 
moisten with French dressing and 
make it Into balls or egg-shape and ar- 
range In crisp lettuce leaves. With 
a little green vegetable coloring ex- 
tract the balls of cheese may be deli- 
cately tinted to resemble birds' eggs. 
Cottage cheese lends Itself to many 
combinations of chopped nuts, chopped 
olives, green or red peppers. It will 
mix with French dressing or mayon- 
naise and can be molded Into any de- 
sired shap«(. It 1b a nice accompani- 
ment to a fruit salad or Is a salad lr 
Itself.

Noodles With tiam. 
Grease a pudding dish well with fat 
or butter, place In the dish a layer of 

ham choped very fine, then one of 
cooked noodle* until the dish is full, 
having for the top a layer of ham. 
Then pour a cuprul of cream over It 
Bake In the oven for thirty minutes. 
To make the noodlea for the above, 
break one egg Into a bowl and stir In 
enough sifted flour to make a stiff 
dough and add one-quarter teaspoon- 
ful of aalt. Knead it until It is dry. 
Divide it Into two pieces, roll each 
piece until very thin and let them dry 
on a cloth. When dry roll them up 
like a Jelly roll and slice into pieces 
one-half Inch wide. Then unroll them 
and let dry. These can be kept for 
Borne time In a covered bottle. If they 
are wanted for soup they must be cu' 
i ry fine. 



Russian Steak Pudding. 

. * A rather stiff paBte of two pounds 
of flour, one and a quarter pounds 
chopped fat of kidney of beef, and 

' one-quarter pint of water is made. 
When mixed, this Js rolled out to a 
round layer, a quarter-Inch thick and 
put in a buttered pudding dish. The 
lean beef is cut in pieces and arrang- 
ed in the basin ln 'layers. Cover with 
water, and put layer of paste over 
top. 

The seasoning must be carefully 
done, salt, red pepper, butter and a 
curious Russian spice is used by the 
dancer. Wrap the pudding dish in 
a buttered cloth and place it in a 
Baucepan of boiling water. Cook it 
for three hours if the beef is tender 
and for four hours If not.

CAGE MASTS' VALUE PROVED. 

Far from pronouncing the doom of 
the cage mast of the American battle- 
ships, the recent firing tests in Ches- 
apeake Hay are regarded by naval of- 
ficers us demonstrating mo-t concinc- 
ingly the efficiency of the c:igo mast. 

Sixteen 12-lnch explosive shells 
were tired at the experimental cage 
mast erected on the hulk of the San 
Marcosr, formerly the battl. ship Tex- 
as, which lies on the shoals of Tangier 
Sound, Chesapeake Bay Of these 
thirteen were fair and s<iiiare hits, 
and the last hit toppled the mast Into 
the water, while this heavy tire, con- 
centrated upon the mast at close 
range, resulted after thirteen hits in 
the destruction of the mast. Naval 
oliicers assert that in the first place 
the masts of a ship In action would 
never under any imaginable circum- 
stances, be subjected to such a fire. 
In the second place, it Is declared, two 
or three well-directed shots at one of 
the old-time cylindrical musts would 
be sufficient to bring it dou o There- 
fore the recent testa prove conclusive- 
ly that the cage mast can withstand 
at least six. or seveu timet, the Bring 
that the old mast can endure 

Th< ca^B mast originated with the 
American navy though oilier navies 
are beginning to adopt it. 
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and the other deforested and burned. 

Careful measurementa of precipita 
tion over the areas and of the run-off 
of the respective streams show that

"Such an actual demonstration and 
quantitative measure of the perform- 
ance of different areas, some forested 
and others deforested, has never been 
attempted in trying to determine the 
effect of foreat cover on stream flow 
Efforts to arrive at definite conclu 
stons have always been based on s 
Btudy of long-time records of precipi 
tation and stream discharge; but ow 
Ing to the many qualifying factors 
such efforts have simply resulted in 
divergent opinions and inconclusive 
controveriea. 

"The results of the present actual 
measurements in these mimtc drain- 
age basins, so accurate and refined in 
method as to approach laboratory ex 
perimenta, where exact results may be 
expected, leave no doubt as to the con- 
clusion. Foreat cover and the 
suiting forest mat in the White moun- 
tain granite area does to a consld 
erable and measurable degree steady 
and regulate stream flow, and there- 
fore must be stated as an Important 
factor In maintaining the navigability 
of streams whose headwaters lie tn 
such areas
